AGAIN (Fw. am 


We do not want to harp up on the subject of uncreased vosts until 
the topic is worn threadbare. In fact the daily announeement of drops 
in the cost of various commodities which we need to keep body sou 
together give oné a needed and long overdue respite from the tear 
fully annoying problems of existence to say nothing of hving 
cannot refrain from referring to the frequency with which various 
publications (magazines, weeklies and dailies) are suspending 
lication. ‘The same reason attacked to the supension of every period- 
ical that has come to our notice, js given, viz: increasing costs that 
more than outweigh the return. Journalism, or rather the publishing 
business, is undergoing a tremendous test tor existence and ill as it 
may be-speak those who profess to be leading lights in the editorial 
realm, the present state of atfairs has thrown down the challenge to 
every person and every firm in the publishing business to make the 
business pay or get out of it. Not only that but there is such an ex 
cessive demand for paper over the production that the printing con 
cern which can pay most for the material and outbid the other tel 
low wins, while the man who cannot afford to pay the higher prices 
or must have credit, even to reasonable extent, us forced out of bus 
iness. We belive, taking the pulp+producing end of the business into 
consideration, that the day of thie small weekly and rural magazine 
is past, as is also the day of two or more small dailies operating in the 
same field and to a great extent duplicating the news matter of con- 
temporaneous publications day after day. When one considers the 
economic waste of two or three morning dailies using up hundreds of 
tons of white pepe to tell the patblic the same story it is a wonder that 
the very foolishness of the thang has not long before this caused its 
termination. But aside from the material end of the problem of pub- 
lishing there is the problem o# labor, and the time has come when it 
is not possible nor sensible for every little town and cross roads post- 
ofhice to maintain a weekly ne wspapr, (that is a publishing and print- 
othce maintaining its own plait.) Years ago the ready print or patent 
inside system came to the rescue of many a country weekly, which 
secured, often times six-eigh@s of its matter ready printed from a 
metropolitan ready-print house. In these ready prints (which the 
vnqader may see by looking :at the reverse side of this very page) 
identically the same reading matter is printed for hundreds of weekly 
newspapers. And people have. come to accept this sort of thing as a 
matter of course and few business men there are who will say to a 
weekly publisher‘We want an. all home pmnt paper and will support it 
accordingly no matter what {it costs”. 
the rest of the world too seem to say: 
the appearance of equalling cour rivals, 
possible.” ‘Lhe problem res:alves stself down to one ot 
necessity, and no publisher or editor can Jonger remain in the bus- 
iness simply because he hkes it, nor because he feels convinced that

THE MILKING OF COWS 


Shall cows be milked twice or} 
three times a day? To the average 
reader this may seem of small con 
cern. To the farmer and dairyman 
it is a question of considerable in- 
terest. Tests have recently been 
| made in Nova Scotia, Quebec, and 
| Ontario. Professor “Barton of 
, Macdonald College says that it 
has been found from the stand- 
point of economy and safety that 
,a cow giving 6O0tbs of milk a day 
should’ be milked three times. 
Both Professor Trueman of the 
Nova Scotia Agricultural College 
and Professor Barton are agreed, 
however, that unless the udder is 
over distended there is little or no 
advantage to be gained by milk- 
ing three times a day. These 
authorities are quoted in the Sept- 
tember number of the Agricultural 
Gazette of Canada. Professor 
Wade Toole also contributed to a 
solution “of the same problem by 
giving results of tests made at the 
‘Ontario Agricultural College. The 
tests are to be continued and Pro- 
,fessor Toole hopes to be able to 
i give a more definite opinion an- 
other year than he does at présent 
In the meantime he shows that 
three high-class pure-bred cows 
gave more by thrice than by twice 
milking a day. His present.con- 
clusions however are the same as 
those of Professors Barton and 
Trueman,
